Why, look you now, how unworthy thing you make 
me! You would play upon me; you would seem know 
stops; you would pluck out the heart mystery;

organ; yet cannot you make speak. you think 
easier played upon than pipe? 

This passage might well prefixed every volume 
dealing with adolescence, for each one either states im- 
plies that guidance youth impossible without under- 
standing. matter fact, even more necessary 
than the knowledge musical instrument, seeing that 
the soul the adolescent much more delicate, and far 
more precious. There are many varieties musical instru- 
ments, and individual ones the same type vary some- 
what; but what this comparison with the boundless 
variety human personalities? instrument 
affected the weather, how much more the human per- 
sonality affected the storms mental conflict, the heat 
emotion, the clammy fog bitterness despondency! 
Therefore would evoke the music that latent the 
souls youth, must take care lest our lack skill 
our clumsiness render these delicate instruments dumb 
discordant forever. 

would going too far say that every instance 
failure understand has such dire results, but the danger 
there. Thinking, however, the desirability under- 
standing, rather than its absolute necessity, the value 
this function becomes evident when consider the rela- 
tionship understanding the educative process. 

Youth’s desire for independence, its new consciousness 
self, its desire “to amount offer oppor- 
tunity for guidance, especially moral guidance. Even 
considerable vanity pride present, the fundamental 
energy needs directed, not stifled. 

beautiful passage St. Augustine shows the ex- 
ample Moses and St. Paul the energy and zeal that 
underlie even their crimes. The same violent energy and 
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sense justice that caused Moses kill the Egyptian 
persecutor later made him the strong leader the 
Chosen People. The zeal for tradition which caused Saul 
persecute the Christians, thinking thereby serve God, 
was turned God Himself into Paul’s zeal for spreading 
the Faith. St. Augustine compares their misdeeds 
rank growth weeds indicating the fertility the soil, 
and concludes: fault must rooted out, but the 
noble soul must prepared for the growth virtues 
the soul prepared produce 

Only the youth with realization self can pure 
and strong; only the girl who conscious her per- 
sonality protected against seductive flattery the de- 
sire please any cost. The youth both sexes must 
taught how direct the impulse self-assertion into 
proper channels. This means keeping the matter con- 
stantly before the minds youth, and that turn de- 
mands that the teacher able recognize this impulse 
self-assertion all its various disguises. 

One the characteristics adolescence which 
prime importance its idealism. marked this 
stage development that might say normal adoles- 
cence synonymous with great enthusiasm. true 
there are defects: shallowness, inconstancy, stopping with 
externals, overemphasis feeling the expense 
reason. But here, too, education has the duty directing 
this idealism worthy ideals and attaching enthusiasm 
things real and permanent value. this 
necessary that the individual known and understood 
his own 

the training the will, motives are all-important. 
Youth begins open higher abstract motives. But 
just human beings not leap suddenly from childhood 
maturity, the change from the motives childhood 
the highest abstract motives not made bound. 
order bridge the gap, necessary offer goals 
that begin with something realized here and now, 
and continue set goals that are further off and more 
difficult, that youth shall gain them one one. Now, 
order this, necessary know the values and 
interests youth, not only youth general, but also 
the specific adolescent question. For ideals and goals 
are made from the interests youth, and effective motives 
are nothing more than personal conviction values. 
When the teacher knows exactly what has value the 
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mind the individual adolescent, then and then only can 
suggest effective motives. 

connection with the subject motives, must not 
overlook the relation between understanding youth and 
the teacher’s own personal motives. The desire under- 
stand can incorporated into the teacher’s hierarchy 
motives. Any success understanding can give joy the 
teacher and develop enthusiasm that lifts his work 
from humdrum chore all-absorbing and sou:- 
satisfying career. 

The value understanding further shown its 
effects the pupil. Many emotional conflicts can fore- 
seen and prevented one who has deep understanding 
the individual; those which are not entirely prevent- 
able, youth can prepared, that when the conflict 
comes will not feel absolutely helpless. Lack con- 
fidence then gives way self-confidence; the crises 
youth are felt less keenly and pass with little disturbance. 
Great efforts become possible the pupil, that can 
grow into independent personality should. But 
the absence understanding youth may withdraw into 
itself, become still more sad and desolate than usual, 
even develop acute case stubbornness rebellion. 


Acquiring Understanding 


understanding desirable, are naturally in- 
terested methods acquiring it. The first question that 
arises whether can actually acquired conscious 
effort, whether matter innate ability. There can 
little doubt that some are naturally better predisposed 
toward understanding than others. But who shall say how 
much actual skill understanding due original 
ability and how much efforts improving that ability? 
There are certainly methods that help; there are also 
hindrances. 

Study. has been said that there are specific 
psychological principles applicable the adolescent 
period, but that there are certain physiological factors and 
psychological situations that are met more frequently 
here than any other time during the individual’s life 
This indicates the double field necessary 
study: general psychology and the psychology adoles- 
cence. Whatever the teacher’s original ability under- 
stand youth, not difficult see that comprehensive 
knowledge psychology with special reference adoles- 
cence can greater value. 

this study, however, there are certain hindrances 
that should kept mind. When youth said 
full contradictions, are tempted say that the 
same true the interpreters youth. Brooks has 
pointed out the conflicting array statements mental 
development the same may said 
other phases. The disagreement not much the 
observable facts their interpretation. Quite apart 
from the vagaries the psychoanalysts and behaviorists, 
can readily understand that the basic philosophy the 
authors influences their interpretations, particularly when 
there question ends purposes. The materialistic 
philosophy many modern writers makes much their 
discussion inadequate; they have, for example, nothing 
offer youth motives beyond the natural ones social 
approval custom. This inadequacy must supplied 
the supernatural 

Human beings are more affected the concrete than 
the abstract. consequence, there great interest

Just understanding more than 
mere knowledge comprehension, the acquisition 
understanding demands more than study. Mastering the 
literature must hand hand with experience. not 
enough for the teacher have had the same difficulties 
now confronting his pupils. the past any 
help, the teacher must able and willing recall it. But 
neither necessary nor possible that the teacher have 
gone through all the experiences youth. One the 
most helpful recollections that having been under- 
stood, not understood; this most conducive the 
needed sympathy and kindness. 

Contact with youth. Many the writers adoles- 
cence are professionals whose activities have brought 
them contact almost exclusively with abnormal cases. 
This causes them represent youth though were 
always abnormal. this Dr. Thom 

their interest working with this group, they have 
been inclined analyze the primary make-up these poorly 
adjusted adolescents, selecting every problem 
deviation from the so-called “normal,” and combine these 
findings into description which they then regard char- 
acteristic all adolescents but which actually represents 
nothing all, being characteristic neither adolescents 
group nor any particular who may 
maladjusted. This one the dangers too high special- 
ization, too broad generalization, and, last and most impor- 
tant, too little association with the great masses people 
who make human society. 

“Too little association” rectified actual contact 
with normal youth. Study and observation might well 
alternate; decided advantage, after having dealt 
for some time with youth, study again, study fur- 
ther, the literature adolescence. What formerly seemed 
abstract becomes very actual when the teacher re- 
members real cases. 

The unwary might think that the best way “staying 
the constant contact with youth. But this 
error. There nothing exhausting, deadening, 
being constantly the service youth. The teacher 
continually giving, never receiving. But the teacher must 
mentally fresh and enthusiastic inspire youth. 
Therefore will necessary retain one’s mental vigor, 
regain it, withdrawal into the realm thought and 
interests too mature for youth. The very existence 
wide range other interests the teacher great help, 
for supplies new material propose the enthusiasm 
youth. 

The will understand. Perhaps the most important 
all factors the teacher’s earnest desire understand 
youth. Without this desire difficult see how any 
effort that direction will made. the other hand, 
the sincere will understand can far toward supplying

Helps and Hindrances 


The age and sex the teacher seem 
present insurmountable obstacle, for know 
from actual cases that all ages and both sexes 
are represented among those who show great 
understanding. might seem, indeed, that those 
who have but recently experienced their own 
lives the difficulties adolescence would have 
decided advantage. But actually this not the 
case. The rapid changes youth leave little 
trace the memory, and unpleasant experiences 
particularly are quickly forgotten. the other 
hand, those just past the growing-up period are 
still too close the whole matter that re- 
membered view objectively enough; they 
have not acquired the distance and the wider 
experience necessary see the whole situation 
its proper perspective.

For its very nature fosters introspec- 
tion, the examination one’s interests, desires, 
and motives. This observation self can con- 
tribute very much the understanding 
mental mechanisms others. would seem 
that when Gladys says she not understood 
she may correct; but when she adds that the 
cause the religious state she simply grasping 
the first thing that suggests itself cause, 
without justification. Such idea may unfor- 
tunately confirmed those who should 
know better, when ill-advised moment

There are, however, attitudes actions the part 
teachers which are obstacles understanding.

Then there the further fact that youth does not 
know itself and cannot reveal itself, particularly there 
feeling shame revealing deep longings and in- 
terests. Nor may overlook the fact that jealousy

From all this might appear that there are many 
obstacles understanding that practically impossible. 
matter fact, the complete understanding which 
youth craves impossible. cannot completely under- 
stand ourselves, not speak others. But con- 
soling fact that while youth demands complete under- 
standing actually content with partial understand- 
ing, and even the good will the teacher sometimes ac- 
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cepted substitute. matter what the degree, 
youth matures gradually realizes that this, too, was one 
those ideals which cannot perfectly realized. that 
time, the greatest need for understanding past. 

would mistake for the teacher take the atti- 
tude that since complete understanding impossible at- 
tempts make progress are much wasted effort. 
Considering the good gained, any amount under- 
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standing which can acquired inestimable value. 

“There much music, excellent voice, this little 
organ,” said Hamlet, cannot you make speak.” 
laugh the advertisements that promise teach 
play musical instrument “in ten easy lessons.” But are 
perhaps attempting play upon those more delicate 
instruments, the souls youth, without any great skill 
and with little effort acquire it? 


Teacher Her Pupils

Editor’s Note. This is a gentle reminder of the right attitude for the 
teacher in the classroom. It is printed “lest we forget.” It is a very good 
examination of pedagogical conscience. 


LTHOUGH the principles herein put forth are ap- 

plicable all teachers and pupils, from pri- 

mary grade college, nevertheless certain de- 

tails the writer has confined herself the discussion 

the attitude the high-school teacher toward her pupils, 
chiefly high-school girls. 

the earnest striving for the noblest and best life, 
the religious teacher cannot realize the ideal, she must 
idealize the real. Doubtless every Catholic instructor has 
learned and lived the truth that statement. Every Sister 
teacher knows that long she will walk this earth, 
brushing elbows with her fellow men, just long will 
her sacred duty idealize the real; that is, make 
the best and the most the stern realities life, meet 
life’s emergencies with the optimism the saints, solve 
the social, religious, and intellectual problems assigned her 
the Omniscient Teacher the school human ex- 
perience. God knows, and know too, that those prob- 
lems are many, real, and varied. 

What the ideal attitude the religious teacher 
toward her pupils? Her attitude will ideal only when 
can said her said the Church: “She one, 
holy, catholic, and apostolic.” 

Yes, the religious teacher must one precept and 
practice, one character and disposition, one with her 
pupils, and, above all, one with Christ, the Master Teach- 
mankind. Let not the life the religious teacher 
belie her words. All her teaching efforts will vain if, 
her general attitude, she gives students the slightest 
reason suspect that their teacher trying inculcate 
principles which enter not into her own daily life; other 
words, that she does not always “practice what she 
Her pupils will very soon detect the flaw 
her double code ethics. They will see that precept 
their teacher poses one character, while practice she 
another. their eyes her life glaring inconsistency. 

the religious teacher hopes ever educate her pupils 
self-control, respect for authority, personal holi- 
ness, she first must living object lesson those vir- 
tues. She must possess all times poise physical, 
mental, and spiritual. She must manifest all occasions 
evenness temper, oneness purpose, simplicity 
word and manner characteristic every truly educated 
person. 


teachers really want know what their pupils 
out see them, reed shaken the wind” 
consistent precept and practice? Let them put 
themselves the test, not necessarily self-introspection, 
examination conscience. Just let the conscientious reli- 
gious instructor listen the casual remarks students: 
wonder Sister good humor today. Yesterday 
she surely got nerves.” happened? Sister 
won’t speak me.” just don’t understand. Sometimes 
I’m all right. Again I’m all wrong. can’t get along,” 
etc., infinitum. 

Very often tuning-in such broadcast reveals 
the teacher the ugly fact that she lacks simplicity, con- 
sistency character and disposition. She learns that she 
conundrum her charges, that for them her disposi- 
tion sort weathervane. She the Dr. Jekyll and 
Mr. Hyde type individual double personality. This 
painful revelation, indeed, but salutary admonition 
the religious teacher ever herself simple, sen- 
sible, and sincere thought, word, and deed. 

Consistency precept and practice, character and 
disposition the teacher begets the mind and heart 
the pupil genuine trustfulness, confidence that goes far 
the establishment the ideal relation between them, 
which relation the facsimile that between the ideal 
Christian mother and her child. 

The religious teacher must one with her pupils. Yes, 
one with them but not one them. their spiritual 
mother she must make her sacred charges feel that she 
has their best interests heart, that her sole purpose 
their regard make them happy the life and service 
God and their neighbor. They should realize, most 
students do, that special appointment Divine Provi- 
dence their teacher their counselor and guide along 
the highways life; that she with them lend assist- 
ance the solutions their life problems. For them she 
bureau information matters social, spiritual, and 
intellectual. 

Students today take for granted that their Sister 
teacher can and will answer their every question even 
matters which, they are certain, she has experimental 
knowledge. 

More than ever before history, has become nec- 
essary for the religious teacher well informed 
questions vital importance the young. Spiritual 
bureaus information are the crying need the hour. 
Where shall they found? The catechism, the Sunday 
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sermon, occasional mission the parish church will not 
suffice today. Oh, yes, they did serve the purpose when 
Sister Teacher was young now. the re- 
ligious teacher are the youth today appealing for spir- 
itual information. The Sisters, virtue their religious 
vocation and teaching profession, are expected guide, 
counsel, and guard their precious charges from the sinister 
influence agnostic, materialistic, atheistic, and all other 
“sticky” teachings Godless educators. 

The influence good religious soothing antidote 
the poison neo-paganism and its false philosophy. 
Sister’s jurisdiction may bounded the four walls 
her classroom, but who what can set limits her in- 
fluence? That too far-reaching for such. permeates 
the home and environment her pupils; finds its way 
into their pleasure haunts, their social activities; 
searches their hearts and delves into the deep secrets 
their very souls. 

Because her lively interest all that concerns them, 
because her far-reaching influence, students recognize 
their teacher broad-minded, sympathetic friend, 
spiritual mother with understanding heart. When they 
come her with implicit faith and confidence her 
power and willingness disentangle social snarls; when 
they ask questions which they would reluctantly ask even 
the tribunal penance, far from her give the 
impression that she would prefer not speak such 
subjects keeping company, love, and marriage. the 
contrary, let her receive them kindly and thank God that 
her pupils have such candor and know whom for 
advice. 

Undoubtedly, the time passed when was deemed 
improper for student discuss with religious, any 
vocation other than the religious state. For teachers 
the present generation, has become divinely assigned 
duty instruct the individual who seeks counsel along 
those lines. After all, that not vocational guidance 
the strict sense the word? And who better qualified 
for the task than the religious teacher? Yes, qualified she 
must be, but how? The answer that question is: She 
must possess the second mark the Church: she must 
holy. 

this era specialization and standardization there 
tendency overemphasize the intellectual side edu- 
cation and underestimate the spiritual side, the most 
important. need not wonder the situation. Any 
teacher less likely slight the intellectual side her 
own education and that her students because there are 
many external reminders its importance. State boards 
education, state requirements for both teachers and 
students, school supervisors, courses study, plans and 
methods, the possibility losing one’s job she shirks 
the slightest degree behind the times all these 
“check-ups” keep any live teacher her tiptoes.. 
know that every Sister teacher and doing these 
respects; imperative that she so. 

The training the intellect, important may be, 
not the most sacred duty the teacher. Every religious 
teacher should mindful the fact that soul 
education the education the soul.” 

Personal holiness, therefore, deep spirituality, union 
with Christ these are the marks the religious teacher 
whose attitude toward her pupils ideal. just this 
particular that she proves herself educator 
souls and not merely brilliant professor her major 
subject. Consciously unconsciously, the fervent reli- 
gious teacher lets light shine before men.” Pupils ap- 
preciate the fact that their instructor regards herself and 
them living temples the Holy Ghost. They know, 
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therefore, that she has the deepest reverence for their per- 
sonality and, return, hold her highest esteem. They 
not resent her corrections, her admonitions, for they 
understand that Christ banished from the temple those 
who were desecrating it, she, alter Christus, must drive 
from their souls aught that would profane them.

They have been in- 
fluenced not much what “Sister” says and does 
what she truly is. 

That great thought, educator souls, the 
guardian the living temples God,” determines the 
religious teacher’s attitude toward her pupils. With that 
thought ever before her mind’s eye, how can she any- 
thing else but catholic? Indeed, the genuine educator 
souls possesses the universality the Church. Immaterial 
her whether her pupils rich poor, bright dull, 
white black.

Influence This Exhortation 

Every morning, while explaining moral thought, the 
teacher speaks souls make them happy and elevate them 
God. But order reach such result, his exhortations 
must differ, both accent and character from the ordinary 
lessons. his daily morning.talk, the teacher enlightens 
the intelligence his pupils, moves their heart, and deter- 
mines their will concerning their duties toward God, their 
neighbor, and themselves. Next example, exterior factor 
can more efficaciously influence the will than speech.

who coldly recites banalities and speaks without eagerness 
shall never find his way his pupils’ hearts. They are moved 
only the communicative enthusiasm generous heart 
imbued with the doctrine preaches. strong personal 
conviction is, therefore, the prime condition success.

Preparation 

Preparation may considered remote and immediate. 
Both are necessary. teacher intends moralize without 
the sound background remote preparation may suc- 
ceed well for time, but the day will soon dawn when 
will his wit’s end find out new and interesting applica- 
tions. the other hand, another teacher well versed 
theological and moral matters relies solely his knowledge 
deliver extemporaneous exhortations, will soon 
addressing the walls either because utters incoherent 
sentences, else because does not adapt his talk the 
intellectual range his listeners and bores them with his 
profound doctrine. And, both cases, what shall the 
results the possible errors which escape unprepared lips? 

Remote Preparation. Remote preparation consists the 
study psychology applied education and the thought- 
ful reading spiritual and pedagogical books treating the 
formation youth. 

the matter education, most the failures may 
attributed the ignorance the erroneous applications 
the laws which rests the psychological life the child. 


The teachers really convinced the importance their 
mission must, therefore, constantly renew rather increase 
their knowledge this subject. deeper study philosophy 
will give them the faculty touching the heart and 
strengthening the will children. 

The heedful reading spiritual works will supply the 
doctrine necessary feed these instructions. And, the 
way, should not the names Catholic teachers found 
the subscribers’ list such wonderful recent organ- 
ization the Spiritual Book Club? When one periodically 
receives and attentively reads basic work Catholic 
doctrine, hand-picked among hundreds similar writings 
competent judges, becomes impregnated with Catholic 
ideas which can easily and fruitfully sow his class 
adapting them his auditors. The Gospel, the Bible, the 
lives the Saints and commentaries the same are wells 
examples and applications from which zealous teacher 
will derive important lessons, but more this later. 

Lastly, several teachers (lay teachers are here referred to) 
have acquired the pious custom daily meditation; they 
could, with profitable results, expound thought other 
their spiritual intercourse with God the subject matter 
appropriate. 

Immediate Preparation. immediate preparation 
less necessary than remote preparation. choose thought, 
write conspicuously the board, then rely the 
inspiration the moment develop would temerity. 
Improvisation not innate gift. Would-be improvisers are 
people who have thought and rethought themselves what 
they apparently extemporize. The celebrated Berryer tells 
us: “Do you know the secret improvisers? Well, they never 

Although may seem very simple thing, the develop- 
ment moral thought involves whole program: one must 
say things which are exact, practical, substantial, interesting, 
and appropriate the listeners. Undoubtedly, the best way 
succeed this practice write out fully each instruc- 
tion. careful keep his developed thoughts, the 
teacher will soon possess useful thesaurus which will 
improve every year adapt the different classes pupils 
shall meet. lacks sufficient time compose in- 
struction each day the beginning his career, should 
least jot down his ideas under the form synoptical 
plan. 

Practically, here are the main points required the prepa- 
ration the daily exhortation: 

choose the maxim developed. must simple, 
very clear meaning, generally short and grammatically 
correct. One should reject all pompous sayings, witty proverbs, 
and sentences which become meaningless when separated from 
their context. The use Latin foreign thoughts not 
expedient. The aim this exhortation the salvation 
souls; simplicity should, therefore, regulate the choice 
the daily thought. 

place oneself before the class and determine the 
exact effect one wants produce. may sow revive 
sentiment: love God, hatred sin, filial devotion. 
patriotism, school spirit, etc., provoke efficacious 
resolution practicing such act virtue, combating 
defect such way, shunning evil companions, etc. 

note two three arguments capable producing 
the desired effect. Such small number sufficient the 
pupils are remember something the instruction. With 
very young pupils, argument well explained would suffice 
bring the point home them. 

With these arguments topic ideas, the teacher 
develops them means considerations and reasonings 
supplied personal reflection and reading. But, must 
never for moment lose sight his pupils order stand 
within the range their childish comprehension. Conse- 
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quently, every sentence must simple and complete; the 
opening sentences must especially well chosen captivate 
the attention the young audience. Whenever suits the 
purpose, short anecdote may added the doctrine, but 
the morning exhortation should not degenerate into few 
minutes storytelling. 


Inscription the Blackboard 


Every morning, before the pupils enter the classroom, the 
teacher writes the chosen thought very conspicuous 
place the front blackboard. Some ingenious teachers with 
natural bend artistry decorate this thought every day 
few accurate strokes the colored chalks; others 
draw, every week and every month, showy and elegant frames 
into which the day’s maxim carefully inserted; third 
group simply writes down with the intention using 
model for the day’s penmanship lesson. the eve 
great feasts, during novenas, triduums, etc., would very 
commendable decorate the day’s thought; the novelty 
the initiative would attract the children’s attention and 
engrave this thought their mind. some cases, the pupils 
may asked embellish the maxim prepare elaborate 
frame into which the day’s spiritual watchword will in- 
scribed. The class may also divided into groups three 
four; each group would charge renewing the 
decorative design every month every other week. The 
opportune decoration the blackboard joined ardent 
wish rendering the classroom attractive proves the 
pupils, far more eloquently than lengthy discourses, that the 
make life hard for them. short, the good produced the 
daily moral exhortation directly proportional the love 
the teacher for the children and vice versa.

The preparation sufficient when the teacher can say 
himself: shall begin with this thought anecdote, shall 
develop such and such argument, and shall end with 
this.” should then know perfectly well his subject matter 
and expound without book paper; nevertheless, may 
have paper the desk remind him the main points. 
shall thus enjoy greater freedom action; his ex- 
pressive look shall speak the class and retain its attention. 
Further, will, while talking, able gauge the effect 
his words; perceives that speaking the 
heads” his pupils, will change simpler thoughts. 

With pupils the first, second, and even third grades, the 
interrogative form speech should predominate, while, 
higher grades, the expository form should preferred. 
question may occasionally asked stimulate dreamer 
attention recall distracted mind reflection. 

account should the teacher interrupt his exhortation 
reprove punish pupil, because sorry event must 
connected with the development such thought the 
memory our children. the contrary, let everything 
concur produce the best impressions. Even the face and 
the voice the speaker should reflect the inward joy feels 
instructing his children.

They are numberless. general, the subject week 
should concentrate one idea, the topics month 
should correlated put unity this teaching. This, 
however, not stringent.

When Develop the Day’s Thought 


Obviously the beginning the morning session. But 
exactly when? The opinions vary. Many teachers begin with 
the morning prayers and talk the pupils immediately after, 
while they are still under supernatural influence and not yet 
distracted with any lesson.

They often dream during prayers 
recite them mechanically because they speak God with- 
out definite purpose. enthusiastic exhortation preceded 
the prayer, one may sure that dreamers will scarce 
and the prayers fruitful.

This daily exhortation, zealously prepared and delivered, 
may compared compass that lend every day 
the souls our children.

The staff the college 
library may perform real service this regard noticing 
the more promising students and throwing out ways and means 
for engaging their time and attention. Many college librarians 
are zealous this matter the point securing help 
for their own library, but serious effort from 
the larger viewpoint the profession. Again, there are 
some large libraries directors who send out letters juniors 
and seniors the local colleges, presenting attractive features 
library work, giving entrance requirements and inviting 
personal visits. The University Pennsylvania and the 
Alumni the University Washington this, are told, 
with practical results. The A.L.A. circularizes the larger uni- 
versities and colleges expanding the field into administrative 
work, constructive social service, vocational guidance, remind- 
ing the reader that stimulating and highly cultural oppor- 
tunity open college graduates. 

Now, word about the future possibilities for Catholic 
librarians. When one considers that over 10,000 Catholic 
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schools cross our country, north, east, south, and west, and 
that each these schools should have person properly 
qualified meet the requirements the various state stand- 
ards for librarianship, the question becomes one demand 
and supply. Most our Catholic schools are under the 
direction religious orders who, for one reason another, 
have not, except very few cases, trained and are not 
providing for the training, person fill the important 
position librarian. Many bishops will not permit the Sisters 
their dioceses attend secular colleges, which cases, 
the states demand professional service, lay men and women 
must employed. The secular library schools are organized 
the basis training for service public libraries, 
that members religious orders who attend these schools 
are obliged follow courses not adapted the kind 
work which they will engaged for life. Consideration 
must also given the difference the religion and philos- 
ophy life between the secular and Catholic school. The 
same dangers the Faith are present the department 
library science all the other departments state uni- 
versities. 

Hence, when come the question where train 
our Catholic librarians must answer, under our own 
auspices.

But present there accredited Catholic library 
school, except, those undergraduate courses given two 
women’s colleges. These are not professional schools, and 
while must commend very highly the initiative represented

Fusion Point Coal 

Q.: What the significance the fusion point the specifica- 

A.: The fusion point usually designated “F.P.A.” coal 
specification refers the fusion point the ash, that tempera- 
ture which the ash melts and clinkers. Usually the poorer the 
grade, the higher this fusion point is. However, sometimes 
advisable purchase fuel with relatively high fusion point: 
the heating boiler undersized and hard put it, 
severely cold day, provide adequate heat for the physical plant 
the parish, the boiler temperatures may high fuse 
melt the ash and produce clinkers. Hence, necessary 
“crowd” your boiler for considerable periods, demand high- 
fusion-point coal with satisfactory specifications otherwise. 

The Bonus Method 

Q.: What the bonus method purchasing coal, and 
advisable for the ordinary parish heating plant? 

A.: The so-called bonus method buying coal refers the 
payment bonus (really fine) the coal merchandiser 
the B.T.U. (heating value designated British thermal units) 
goes below the specified amount; the consumer, the other hand, 
pays the “bonus” the heating value higher than contracted for.

Welding Boiler 

Q.: One the sections hot-water boilers has turned 
with crack. necessary purchase new section (or 
even new boiler have been told) can repaired?

The cost always less 
than new section unless the location the boiler other cir- 
cumstances make the work welding difficult and therefore ex- 
pensive. Cast iron, the material used hot-water boiler sections, 
can now successfully welded. make certain the economy 
this method repair, estimate from reputable welder 
should obtained and compared with the cost new section. 


Acoustical Correction 

Q.: The acoustics school auditorium are abominable. Can 
they remedied cost which not prohibitive? J.B. 

A.: The science and art acoustics are now well understood 
and practiced; any ordinary auditorium can corrected per- 
fection and the few remaining “problems” can definitely im- 
proved. Reputable acoustical manufacturers have banded together 
what referred the Acoustical Manufacturers Association.

Leaky Wall 

Q.: The basement wall church constantly damp about 
one foot from the floor. What would you suggest inexpensive 
remedy

either from surface water water under pressure, such 
near-by underground spring lake even adjacent river. 
The former is, course far more common; and fortunately so, 
since can inexpensively remedied spraying coat 
Chinese nut oil similar preparation. The wall must thor- 
ought dried, however, order make the oil application effec- 
tive. the water penetration due constant water pressure, 
the problem not only more serious but more difficult remedy. 
When the building situ application “ironite,” colloi- 
dal iron will prevent the infiltration. Also grouting, consisting 
the application layer waterproof cement the offending 
wall. more definite and specific answer will attempted the 
exact circumstances are set down writing. 

Placing Stoker 

Q.: satisfactory stoker from the side the 
boiler rather than from the front? have always been under the 
impression that the stoker must set out front the boiler. 

A.: not only satisfactory install stoker from the side 
but, whenever possible, highly desirable. When the coal-firing 
equipment installed off the side, the fireman has easy access 
the firebox and can, therefore, more easily clean the grates. 
Hence, stoker should always installed the side the 
boiler when the space arrangements permit and when the stoker 
installed can accommodated the boiler. the grate the 
stoker longer than the boiler firebox wide, then obviously 
cannot installed from the side; usually, however, the stoker 
grate accommodates itself nicely the ordinary firebox. reputa- 
manufacturer will provide reliable information. final 
word warning: the stoker about installed, not 
effect the short-sighted economy setting too high; either 
the stoker should “pitted” (i.e., placed shallow pit) 
the boiler should raised its foundation. Otherwise only 
fraction the possible saving from stoker operation will 
enjoyed.

important that fire drills organized early each school 
year and that the condition the school building checked 
periodically that every part condition for fire drill 
that may called upon moment’s notice any authorized 
person. most states persons legally authorized call fire drills 
are the state fire marshal and the city fire chief.

From the administrative standpoint recommended that 
pastors check the following items: 

Are the fire gongs good condition for service? Are any 
ropes, wires, connections need repair? 

Are all fire extinguishers good condition for use? 
necessary note the date refilling and last inspection. this 
connection well remember that many fire-insurance policies 
are invalidated include distinct penalty where the extinguishers 
are neglected. 

Are all doors good working order that, case fire 
drill fire, there will obstruction from the standpoint 
locked doors doors that not open 

Are all stairways and halls clear obstructions? 

there any material hallways, under stairs, other 
dangerous places that inflammable and therefore fire menace? 
advisable observe where janitors store dust cloths, mops, 
cleaning materials, etc., and sure that nothing this sort 
kept place that likely become fire hazard. 

Does the janitor thoroughly understand his responsibility for 
keeping the doors unlocked, the hallways and passages clear 
encumbrances, and all inflammable materials stored where they 
are perfectly safe from the standpoint fire? this connection 
well remember that some insurance policies become void 
where careless storage materials can proved. 

Fire drills, according well-considered plan, are best held 
good weather that will not necessary drive out 
children and teachers stormy, inclement, extremely cold 
weather. 


The fire signal every parish school building should clearly 
prearranged and understood that the teachers and the children 
will respond without excitement.

Easy, fluent writing, all English teachers know, the result 
wide reading. familiarize high-school students with con- 
temporary authors’ style and create them desire read ex- 
tensively all forms literature new and old, and this 
critically, has long been problem. The mere phrase “good litera- 
ture” the normal high-school student disqualifying one. 

After quite futile attempt teach composition senior 
class average ability, decided they had read far too little 
able launch out with good swing into the original creative 
work desired. Considerable reading had done. the be- 
ginning the second quarter selected from the library reading 
material all types, and brought the books classroom. 
From these prepared list biographies, essays, dramas, poems, 
and short stories wished the students read. Opposite each 
selection placed points credit which they would 
receive for each reading and report. When the class met for the 
first time that quarter, informed them they must earn one 
hundred credit points during the quarter for outside reading 
which they might select from the list had made. This was 
done addition preparation for classwork. The credit 
would given library card containing their name, the title 
the selection and the author, and their personal reaction. The 
last considered most important. told them that they read 
they should note unusual description, 
keenness observation, humorous remarks, use the right word 
give specific meaning; and particularly that they should pre- 
tend that each article read had been written purposely for the 
girl reading it. Finally they were write the pleasure they 
derived from the reading, the parts they liked and why; 
simply the impressions they received. 

reserved the right refuse credit the personal reaction was 
not original, lively, and sincere. The list recommended reading 
changed each week oftener the girls desired. must admit 
picked out only attractively bound books the first few weeks. 
The Hound Heaven single colorful volume was always 
read preference the same poem Thompson’s Complete 
Poetical Works. 

first received cards with, liked Walking Tours because 
was written Robert Louis Stevenson and good 
author,” Conversation with Angel humorous essay 
written convert Catholicism, Hilaire Belloc. has written 
much defense his religion since his conversion.” Obviously 
these were not the desired personal reactions. wrote “Please see 
about this” the cards and returned them. When the girls 
came back tried indirectly create them desire 
over and better. generally ended saying, “Now you 
think this the best you can with this essay, why not read 
something most cases the request over followed.

the beginning that season when the night has already lost her 
foothold the earth and hovers over it, never quite descending, 
but mixing sunset with the dawn.’ Another sentence that sum- 
marizes probably hundreds years and contains 
rhythm is, ‘In between that day and this were many things, cities 
and armies, and confusion books, mountains, and the desert, 
and horrible great breadths sea.’ The essay was vivid and 
Dad.”

Much this was accomplished, but think 
even more was achieved. The experience removed literature from 
between textbook covers and made alive and enjoyable. There 
was noticeable growth the students’ reactions. gave them 
analytical reading habit, which some feel sure will keep.

This time was well spent, for the children unconsciously formed 
taste for the better kinds books. They remembered the teach- 
er’s comments the better ones and the special attention given 
certain books. They soon sensed the fact that there are many 
different kinds books— books pictures, books poems, 
books stories, and books information. 

The following method checking out books proved very satis- 
factory. Each book had number marked plainly with white ink 
the front cover.

With words with facts there must multiple associations 
until they become “automatic.” Repetition variety. When there 
the stimulus appear school drama, enter contest, 
memorizing easy; but without incentive the teacher must 
expect disappointment from the lesson-assignment she holds too 
closely the memorizing method. Vigor, and appreciation 
subject, languishes unless encouraged delight. The dis- 
covery that unfamiliar dictation may written without strain 
animates, and the problem rapid progress solved. 

The training values shorthand and language are parallel. 
For the purpose illustration the art repetition, shorthand 
applicable any language. 

selected list words may unlimited sentence recon- 
struction. Without preparation teacher can give continuous dic- 
tation unconnected sentences formed from the “one hundred 
most common words.” 

Typewriting, requisite shorthand, may considered here. 
Stock sentences are necessary originate rhythm typing, but 
maintain through continuity requires method art. 
Sprightliness can sustained bending repetition and con- 
tinuity. “Mother Goose” gives excellent material: House that 
Jack Built,” “The Old Woman and Her Pig,” “For the Want 
Nail,” and any others the pupils can readily recall.
